"And now a year, the greatest war 
of the ages, a war that will revolu­ 
tionize the world, has suddenly cut 
off this resource, 
It will be gener­ 
ations before Europe will again be in 
a position to become the creditor of 
America. 
“ Aud in the m unUme, if blit* Unit­ 
ed States is to continue its expansion, 
it must study how to save, and to be­ 
come its own creditor instead of re­ 
lying upon 
countries 
which 
are 
about to 
exhaust 
and 
impoverish 
themselves so completely by ti disas­ 
trous w'ar that they can no longer 
finance our projects. 
" ‘Speaking in a large way,* says 
UoHicr** Weekly, ‘the principal job 
ahead of t he United States ju st now is 
to save money. 
For a hundred and 
twenty-five years we have borrowed 
money from Europe,

the war tax bill, a boat equaled in 
length tile longest session in the pre­ 
vious history of the country that can 
properly lie termed a single session. 
That was the first session of tile Fif­ 
tieth congress, which, from Dec. ft, 
ISS?, to Oct. go, Isss, lasted precisely 
li2l days. 
Nominally, the second sos- 
Mon of the Fortieth congress, in which 
President 
Johnson 
was 
impeached, 
lasted 345 days, from J »ec. L’. ISG?, to 
Nov. IO, 1808, bat as a matter of fact 
no business was transacted alter July 
27, and subsequent to that date both 
houses were in almost continuous re­ 
cess, once for almost a mouth at a 
time, making the real length of that 
session only 238 days. 
Without counting the winter term 
yet to come this congress has been in 
session longer than any of lier in the 
country’s history, except the Fortieth. 
which, allowing for the 107 days of re­ 
cess in its second session, was sitting 
599 days. 
But this congress, when it 
tinnily dissolves at the close Of the 
coming winter session on March 3,
